PARIS—The North Atlantic Treaty allies appeared 
Monday night to be united in resistance to the Soviet 
threat to Berlin but on very little else. 


French Premier De Gaulle and 
Secretary of State Dulles met for 
an hour and a half on the eve of 
the NATO Ministerial Council, 
opening tomorrow. French and 
United States reports concurred 
that they had reaffirmed their 
determination to resist Soviet at- 
tempts to oust the West from 
Berlin and had covered a wide 
range of other topics on which 
there seemed little prospect for 
agreement.

Among these was De Gaulle’s 
demand for a place for France 
with Britain and the U.S. in a 
kind of global strategy board.

Positive Action Is 
Now a Necessity 


Gov.-elect Vandiver in his first ap- 
pearance before the next General As- 
sembly at its briefing session at Athens 
yesterday made it plain to freshmen as 
well as veteran legislators that economy 
and efficiency in state government is 
now a necessity and not just a political 
promise. 

To those who have been reassured that 
the state’s fiscal picture is not as dark as 
painted, the governor-elect offers no com- 
fort. “In the next two-year period,’ he 
declared, “you and I have our work cut 
out for us. ...I1 say in all candor that 
the incoming administration is going to 
be an economy-minded administration 
from its first day to its last. We have no 
choice. ...” 

Yesterday, too, a legislative subcom- 
mittee studying operations of the State 
Highway Department made a revealing 
report. It included a recommendation that 
10 per cent of employes on the payroll 
should be dropped. It cited many other 
instances in which huge savings could be 
effected, 

The committee confirmed what most 
critics of the department have been say- 
ing. It found little “coordination” in this 
loosely run organization, lack of planning, 
lack of a formula for distributing funds, 
abuse of so-called county and city con- 
tracts, subletting of such contracts in vio- 
lation of regulations, lack of use of con- 
vict labor, etc. 

The subcommittee recommended career 
management of the department with the 
board confining its activities to policy 
making only. It charged laxness in ac- 
counting methods and asked for an audit 
of funds grants to counties for road build- 
ing purposes. 

This is the type of work which the 
governor-elect says must be done. It is 
apparent that millions can be saved 
through the simple process of reorganiz- 
ing each department for efficiency. It is 
encouraging to see the General Assembly 
taking tne lead and accepting more of 
its responsibility than in recent history. 

In his Athens speech, Mr. Vandiver 
said a few other things which will win 
approval from all citizens. He called for 
an end to “star chamber” proceedings in 
which the public is denied access to pub- 
lie business. All proceedings, all :ecords, 
he declared, must be available to the press 
and to the public. 

Achievement of honesty, efficiency and 
economy in state government is beyond 
the stage of political promises. It 1s good 
to see determination for positive action 
asserting itself.

Urban Renewal Gets 
Another Boost Upward 


Atlanta officials are due a round of 
applause for their persistent attention to 
details which made possible filing a 200- 
pound report paving the way for approval 
of 12 mullion dollars in federal aid for 
urban renewal, The deadline was Dec. 15 
and the report is in on time. 

It is described as a “mass of maps, sta- 
tistics and plans.” It is a requirement for 
the go-ahead signal for urban renewal. 

That cities must have such continuing 
plans is no longer in doubt. The flight to 
the suburbs and disintegration of the cen- 
tral city can be eased only by urban re- 
newal. New Haven, Conn., a ieader in 
the field, is an example of a city which 
has renewed its municipal life to the ben- 
efit of its citizens, local and state govern- 
ment. 

Urban renewal is not just slum clear- 
ance. It is a renewal of business, taxpay- 
ing ability, services and housing com- 
bined. 

We hope that selfish interests will not 
delay further developments. Nothing is 
done without public hearings and public 
planning.

With this background of seemingly 
endless slaughter and property damage, 
Gov.-elect Ernest Vandiver announced 
yesterday that State Sen. William P. 
Trotter would become director of the 
State Department of Public Safety at the 
conclusion of the coming legislative ses- 
sion, He will have, says the governor- 
elect, a free hand to reorganize the de- 
partment and to make it more effective. 

As one of the younger members of 
the General Assembly whose voice has 
been heard increasingly in the past year, 
Sen. Trotter has earned the respect of 
many in and out of government. As chair- 
man of the Senate Committee on Govern- 
ment Operations, he has headed a group 
which has been doing considerable 
study into present setups in state gov- 
ernment. 

Sen. Trotter seems well qualified to 
take on a task which is one of the most 
challenging now facing the state. Cer- 
tainly highway safety is a matter which 
addresses itself to each and all of us. 
Needless death of a thousand Georgians 
a year plus the great economic losses 
which accompany the accident toll is a 
shameful fact. 

“T want to see Georgia Highway Pa- 
trol ‘cars patrolling the highways,’ Sen.

The Georgia chief executive 
said the federal government was, 
in the field of peaceful use of 
the atom, defeating its own pur- 
pose by “administering a secret 
society of nuclear bluebloods” 
from one or two institutions only. 


He said the government needed 
to “decentralize and spread out 
the construction of nuclear facili- 
ties.” 


‘HIGH COST’ 

“The extremely high cost of 
these facilities,’ he added, ‘‘makes 
it financially impossible for any 
institution of higher learning to 
maintain all nuclear activities 
within its own confines.” 


Griffin’s criticism of centraliza- 
tion was directed at the federal 
government’s action in the field 
of atomic energy, but he called it 
‘“‘ene example” of -the philosophy 
of a government that has become 

a snake with its own tail in its 
mouth.” 


Underwood denied that there 
had been any usurpation of au- 
thority from the states by the fed- 
eral government. ‘“There has been 
instead,” he said, “abdication of 
authority on the part of the 
states.”

“UNLIMITED POWER” 


Dr. Albert B. Saye, political 
science professor at Athens, told 
the legislators the General Assem- 
bly has “‘unlimited power’’ except 
as specifically restricted by the 
state and federal constitutions.

BRIDGE

Opening lead: Seven of ¥. 


East and West contrived a very 
clever defense today to set down 
a contract that was virtually 
ironclad. . 


The bidding requires little com- 
ment. North had a slight problem 
on his rebid, but finally decided 
in favor of raising his partner's 
suit. South had rebid spades and 
the potential ruffing value in dia- 
monds appeared to suggest the 
suit contract. 


West opened his singleton heart 
and East captured dummy’s 9 
with the jack. East returned the 
8 of hearts. In ruffing situations, 
the size of the card returned has 
a special signifance. The return 
of the 8, a higher spot, suggests 
that East’s reentry is in dia- 
monds. 


South, sensing that West was 
probably void, ruffed with the 
queen of spades, but West de- 
clined to accept the trick, know- 
ing that he ‘could not lose his 
king of spades in any circum- 
stance. He realized that even if 
he overruffed and could put part- 
ner in again, the heart continua- 
tion would probably. be ruffed by 
declarer with the 10, and his re- 
maining two trumps could then 
be picked up. 


West’s failure to overruff lulled 
South into a false sense of se- 
curity. He assumed that West 
lacked the king. Of course, de- 
clarer could have won the hand

Ambitious, hard-driven men 
will be with us as long as there 
is a goal for their hard work.

But it should 
be the goal of their doctors, 
their wives, their children and 
their superiors or colleagues to 
have a detective eye on them 
and to guard them from an un- 
necessary and premature 
death.

Car Dealers Find 
Some Bright Signs 


By JIM MONTGOMERY 


flying start in the Atlanta area. 
The first real test of the market is yet to come. 


Nor do the early returns provide much of a basis for predicting 
whether motorists will keep the industry happy in the months to 
come. 


But the start is auspicious. 


Chatting with a dozen or so Atlanta new car 
dealers at their association’s annual meeting the 
other night, it was obvious that most were enjoy- 
ing better prospects for this time of year than 
they have for two or three years. 


Several said December is already emerging 
as their best month in 195¢—a rather dreary 
year, otherwise. 

And one declared that this month will be the 
best of any December he’s seen in his many 
years as a franchised new car dealer in Atlanta. 


Although there are numerous exceptions and 
variations, the following general observations give a 


fairly good 
indication of industry trends in Atlanta at the present time: 


Sales volume is running ahead of a year ago—anywhere from 
25 per cent to several times that. 


Few deals are being closed at ‘‘suggested list price,” though 
reductions are relatively small compared to the end-of-the-model- 
year price slashing of late summer and early fall. 


Like any other businessmen, new Car dealers try to make a 
profit—and their outlook on the score is brighter than in many a 
month. 


Inventories of most 1959 models are low, which leaves many 
dealers right in the middle of their annual December dilemma. 
They would like to be able to make immediate delivery on new 
orders, but they don’t want to be saddled with a big year-end 
inventory that would benefit the tax collector. 


Whether prospective buyers cool off when they can't get im- 
mediate delivery is problematical. 


Some dealers believe this is true. 


But others argue that many sales are postponed until the start 
of a new year, anyway, because buyers don’t want to pay the old 
year’s taxes either. 


For this reason, it is felt that January and February will pro- 
vide the first real test of 1959 model sales. And because sales are 
running so well this month, hopes are high that the new models 
will pass that test with flying colors.

Economists 
Split on Price 
Stabilization 


WASHINGTON (#—Labor and 
business economists disagreed 
Monday as to whether the 1946 full 
employment act should be amend- 
ed to include the goal of price 
stabilization. 

Beryl W. Sprinkel, economist 
for the Harris Trust and Savings 
Bank, Chicago, told the Senate- 
House Economic Committee such 
a change would have a beneficial 
effect, particularly as a guide to 
policymakers. 


Some legislators have contended 
the emphasis in the act on high 
employment is inflationary be- 
cause there is no balancing direc- 
tive to hold prices level. 


However, Solomon Barkin, di- 
rector of research for the Textile 
Workers Union of America, said 
no such change is needed ‘‘even 
to satisfy proponents of price sta- 
bility for we cannot contemplate 
any administration giving it more 
priority than the present one.” 


William J. Baumol, professor of 
economics at Princeton Univer-
